Claims 51-96 are presented for examination. 

Applicants' infomiation disclosure statements file IVIarch 6, 2002 and July 8, 2002; terminal 
disclaimer filed July 8, 2002; and the response filed July 8, 2002 have been received and entered. 

Accordingly, the rejection made under non-statutory double patenting as set forth in the 
previous Office action at pages 2 and 3 is hereby withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 51-96 of this application conflict with all the claims of Application No. 
09/177,164. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the same 
applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one application may be 
required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their retention during pendency in more 
than one application.
